There  has  been  a  decrease  over  the  1951  figure  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified,  details  of  which  are  given 
in  Tables  3  and  4. 

7  cases  of  Pulmonary  and  1  case  of  Non-Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year.  11  cases  of  Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis  received  Sanatorium  treatment.

In  submitting  my  thirteenth  Annual  Report  it  is 
gratifying  to  note  that  for  the  fifth  consecutive  yeah  no  cases  of 
Diphtheria  were  notified  neither  were  there  any  Polionye litis  cases. 
Another  pleasing  feature  is  the  drop  of  twelve  in  the  notifications 
of  Tuberculosis.  I/basles  with  369  cases  topped  the  list  for  all 
infectious  diseases.  There  were  few  complications  ahd  no  deaths  were 
recorded.  This  is  largely  due  to  the  antibiotics  and  sulphonamide 
therapy  which  was  largely  used,  but  parents  generally  do  not  keep 
their  children  segregated  for  the  correct  period  and  the  disease 
spreads  rapidly  amongst  the  under  5  age  group. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  and  the  Staff 
for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  past  year.

CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR*  S  REPORT. 

To  the  Chairman  and.  Members  of  the  Leek  Urban  District  Council. 

Mrs.  Oultram  and.  Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  this,  my  nineteenth  Annual  Report  for  1952 
on  the  sanitary  circumstance  of  the  district,  I  have  followed  the 
suggestions  contained  in  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  42/51. 

Elsewhere  in  the  Report  will  be  found  details  of  the 
inspection  of  meat  and  other  foods  and  it  is  again  pleasing  to  report 
that  we  have  worked  with  the  Manager  and  Staff  of  the  Abattoir  in  the 
closest  co-operation.  Owing  to  the  lack  of  hanging  room  and  the  almost 
entire  absence  of  suitable  facilities  for  the  proper  inspection  of 
carcases,  visits  for  the  purpose  of  inspection  have  to  be  made  at  very 
odd  and  awkward  hours  so  that  there  is  a  minimum  of  delay  and  consequent 
wastage  of  time  by  the  transport  and  slaughtering  staff.  By  means  of 
co-operation  in  this  respect  the  allocation,  distribution  and 
slaughtering  can  proceed  with  the  minimum  of  delay  but  it  is  sometimes 
unfortunate  that  this  means  a  sacrifice  of  the  spare  and  leisure  time 
of  the  inspectorate. 


During  the  year  the  Council  laid  out  a  caravan  site  on  the 
Ashbourne  Rd.  which  caters  for  11  caravans.  All  modern  facilities  have 
been  provided  and  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  it  has  met  a  definite  need 
for  young  people  who  have  not  been  able  to  obtain  unfurnished 
accommodation  in  houses.  We  have  a  waiting  list  of  people  wishing  to 
station  caravans  on  the  site  when  there  are  vacancies.  With  the 
exception  of  complaints  made  against  one  tenant  the  site  has  been  well 
conducted  and  a  complete  success. 


I  regret  there  has  been  a  falling  off  during  this  year  of 
the  number  of  people  who  have  made  application  for  Improvement  Grants 
under  the  Housing  Act  1949.  11  applications  were  dealt  with  during  the 

year  under  review  whereas  17  were  dealt  with  in  1951. 

During  the  year  a  survey  was  made  of  the  food  premises  in 
the  district.  Of  95  premises  inspected  25  were  found  to  have  defects  of 
one  kind  or  another.  This  represents  26%.  Elsewhere  in  the  Report  will 
be  found  details  of  the  defects  which  were  remedied  by  persuasive  action 
by  the  officers  of  the  department. 


During  the  year  53  samples  of  Ice-Cream  were 
analysis  details  of  which  are  incorporated  in  the  Report.
